May Be Debarred From Naturaliza- 
tion Unless They File Final Papers 
Before September

WASHINGTON, July ‘18. — Thou- 
sande of aliens who have declared 
their intention of becoming citizens of 
}the Wnited States may de debarred 
from realizing their ho unless they 
file final applications for naturaliza- 
tion before September Richard 
K. Campbell, Commissioner of Nat- 
uralization, has sent letters to ail 
chief examiners throughout the coun- 
try calling their attention to this sit- 
uation. 

Records show that there are 40,000 
aliens who have declared their inten- 
tions but have not filed final applica- 
tions. A large percentage of these 
made their declarations before the en- 
aectment of the present naturalization 
law, September 27, 1906, which re- 
quires that final applications be made 
not less than two nor more than seven 
years after the declaration of inten- 
tion. Judge ber of the

In a letter to the leaders of the 
trainmen, the conference committee 
of managers said it seemed to them 
that “the immediate difference of 
opinion relating to the points to be 
submittel for arbitration is a matter 
to be considered by the board of 
mediation and conciliation.” 

The managers had referred to their 


demands that “all questions of pay. 


and working conditions” be settled 
along with the men’s demand for bet- 
ter wages. 

LETTER OF MANAGERS. 

The managers in their letter of July 
16 setting forth their eight grievances 
referred to them as the ones which 
the railroads “intend” to have in- 
corporeted in the ment to ar- 
Ditrate. The roads in ir letter to 
the men topight, while describing 
their position as unchanged, en- 
pressed themselves as “willing” to re- 
— their demands to the mediation 


President Lee of the Brotherhood of 
Trainmen commented upon the 
change in wording.

Both the managers and the train- 
mens committee will hold confer- 
ences tomorrow morning, the men to 
discuss the letter received tonight 
from the roads. Both sides are mark- 
ing time pending the calling of a 
meeting with the mediation board 
after its members have been con- 
firmed by the Senate. The men reit- 
erated their purpose to demand that 
this meeting held at once and in- 
dicated that a strike would be called 
within twenty-four hours after, if the 
roads refused to sign a stipuiation 
that only the men’s demands were to 
be submitted for arbitration.

WASHINGTON, July 18.—The new 
Federal Board of Mediation and Con- 
ciliation will hold its first meeting 
here tomorrow morning at 10 o'clock 
to organize and prepare for immediate 
consideration of the controversy be- 
tween tire eastern railroads and their 
$0,000 trainmen and conductors. The 
call was issued late today by Judge 
William Lea Chambers, whose appoint- 
ment as commissioner with those of 
the other members of the board was 
sent to the Senate by President WII- 
gon earlier today. 

According to custom, the nomina- 
tions were referred to & committee 
and will not be reported back to the 
Senate until tomorrow, but their im- 
mediate confirmation is considered 
certain. The judge will leave Sunday 
night for New York to confer with 
representatives of the railroad and the 
employees, and it is not likely that the 
controversy will be brought officially 
to the attention of the board before 
that time. 

The first meeting of the board 
would have been held this afternoon 
but owing to the absence in Boston 
of one of the members, Louis F. Post, 
Assistant Secretary of Labor, it was 
decided to wait until tomorrow.

The Journal has dug up further further in- 
formation indicating. that. careful as 
the married men may be with ve 
straint once removed through the 
death or divorce, widowers or grass 
widowers leap into indiscretions and 
are lopped off more rapidly than 
either those still in the wedded state 
or those who escaped matrimony. 
„ It finds also that married women, 
once past the early child-bearing age 
from 20 to 30, have greater expectancy 
of life than spingters, though not so 
markedly as in the case of the men. 

“Undoubtedly the lower death rate 
among married men is partly due to 
—— tact that, as a rule; those who 

in good health, are readier to 
adie while those with more delicate 
health, especially if suffering m any 
definite ailment, are not willing to as- 
sume the burden and responsibility of 
a family,” says the Journal.

an ounce of prevention is better than a 
pound of cure, and that a stitch in time 


Fires, since the days of prime- 
val man, have swept the plains and the 
ymountainsides of California, doing vast 
damage. Primeval man could not help him- 
self, and the fires made very little differ- 
ence to him. Modern man can apply the 
ounce of prevention and thus avoid the 
necessity of expending a pound of cure. He 
can take the stitch in time and save nine. 
But he does not do it. All California was 
‘in a stew, and a big one, for a week in the 
early part of July, when the flames licked 
bald of every tree the woods of half of 
Tamalpais Mountain, and threatened the 
grand Muir Woods, as well as the million- 
‘aire habitations of Mill Valley and Blythe- 
dale.

The fire was 
conquered after great effort and with the 
loss of several lives. Now, the good people 
interested will proceed to spend their pound 
in curing the damage, then go to sleep again 
and forget the ounce of prevention until the 
next fire comes.

He had been agent over the 
Southern Utes, he had been kind to them, 
and today he is remembered by their old 
men as the good “Tata” (uncle) Pfeiffer; 
but to the Apache he is still the fiend. 

The tragedy of the ojo del muerto left 
him with three little children. He did not 
marry again. He was always fighting, a 
hunger for blood-vengeance constantly bit 
into his heart. | 

In the Navajo campaign under Carson, in 
January, 1864, it was he who, disobeying in- 
structions, while his chief reconnoitered

they want and seeing that they get it. 

But when your brilliant man is able to 
weather the rebuffs and present the neces- 
sary hardened exterior, there is, of course, 
no limit to his possibilities. But the com- 
bination is very rare—and one cannot 
by genius alone. 

It should therefore give fond parents 
pause when they are informed that their 
son is a brilliant youngster. Can one afford 
to harbor brilliance in the family? It’s a 
great responsibility, for, while brilliance 
possibly means fame, it assuredly means a 
fearful lack of financial perspicacity and 
the positive inability to drive a bargain. 
Brilliance will invariably insist upon doing 
brilliant things in a way that does not pay, 
while at the same time needing properly 


Never mind the brilliance. If you can only 
harden his sensibilities and properly incul- 
cate the spirit of pugnacious persistence, 
your boy will achieve much greater success 
—as the world counts success. 
Still, if one has any brilliance in the fam- 
ily one should not necessarily discourage 
it. Let someone else provide the money— 
nothing gets off money to such advantage

Bucyrus, Crawford county, Ohio, April 12, 
1873. He was a son of Mervin Jeremiah 
Monnette, Olive Adelaide Hull being his 
mother’s maiden name. 

This Buckeye boy was graduated from 
the Union school of his native town in 1890, 
then attended a business college of the 
same place, and finally was graduated from 
the Ohio Wesleyan University at Delaware, 
‘in his native State, in 1895, having taken a 

Immediately thereupon he went into the 
employ of the Second National Bank of 
Bucyrus, and kept up the study of the law, 
so that in 1896 he was admitted to practice 
in all the courts in Ohio and in the United 
States District Court. 


This took him out of the banking bust- 
ness, and he formed a law partnership with 
other attorneys in his native town, which 
continued in one way or another until 1893, 
when Mr. Monnette removed to Toledo, O., 
where he formed a partnership with an at- 
torney already established in business. 
This connection continued until 1896, when 
Mr. Monnette opened a law office on his 
own account. In 1897 he moved to Los An- 
geles, where he went into the practice of 
his profession, and kept it up until 1912, 
when he was elected president of the Citi- 
zens’ Trust and Savings Bank, and so went 
back to his first love. Mr. Monnette is now 
director of the Citizens’ National Bank of 
Los Angeles, of the Citizens’ Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank, of the Los Angeles Abstract and 
Trust Company and of the Mortgage Guar- 
antee Company. 

Here we have another busy life which re- 
fuses to be cramped up in mere ‘business 
activity, but seeks recreation in the higher 
and finer side of life in literary work. The 
Monnettes are of French Huguenot origin, 
and of Colonial times in America, so every 
Monnette has a grandfather and a great- 
grandfather, and forebears that reach far- 
ther back. Two years ago this Monnette 
published in a large royal octavo volume of 
1300 pages, “The Monnette Family Geneal- 
ogy,” which contains 171 illustrations. This 
is the result of ten years of constant labor, 
and was produced at a cost of $10,000. 

Mr. Mcnnette is a member of the Society 
of Mayflower Descendants, of the Huguenot 
Society of America, Sons of the Revolution, 
Society of Colonial Wars, Order of Wash- 
ington, Society of the War of 1812, a mem- 
ber of the Phi Beta Kappa fraternity, of the 
Phi Kappa Psi fraternity, is a Thirty-second 
Degree Scottish Rite Mason and a Shriner. 
He is also a member of the Jonathan, Union 
League, Athletic, Country, Knickerbocker 
and Ad Clubs of Los Angeles. As a frater- 
nal proposition he is a Moose, in politics a 
Republican, and in religion a Methodist. 

Mr. Monnette had the misfortune about a 
year ago of losing his wife, a most estt- 
mable woman of high ideals and truly phil- 
anthropic sentiments. She was a noted 
worker in the Young Women’s Christian As- 
sociation, and just before her death took a 
very active interest in raising funds for 
that estimable institution. It is possible 
that her devotion to the cause undermined 
her health and may have led to her prema- 
ture death.

Prof. Keppel is interested in a number of 
business enterprises, and is president of 
the Pyramid Investment Company, a real- 
estate concern of considerable note. 

He is a good mixer,“ too, for he has been 
president of the Los Angeles City School- 
masters’ Club, of the Southern California 
Teachers’ Association, is a member of the 
Chamber of Commerce of Los Angeles, of 
the Federation Club, of the Masonic Frater- 
nity, the Fraternal Brotherhood, Knights of 
the Maccabees, Woodmen of the World, and 
Native Sons of the Golden West. In reli 
gion he belongs to the United Brethren 
church, is a member of the California Con- 
ference of this denomination, and has repre- 
sented the church in national conferences 
at least twice.

How many of the half-million inhabitants 
of the city of Los Angeles remember the 


building of the Hollenbeck Hotel? Mighty |. 


few, methinketh. How many remember 
the building of the Argyle Hotel? Fewer 
still, and very few could tell you where this 
last-named edifice stands or ever stood. 
There is one man who knows all about it, 
for he was the architect of both of these 
buildings, and of many more ambitious than 
either of them, as well as of his own for- 
tune. He is a Canuck, too. 

Robert Brown Young (they usually call 
him R. B.) was born in Canada, April 1 
(and he’s no kind of a fool.) 1855. His 
father was Alexander Young, and his 
mother before her marriage Mary Ann Dow- 
ler. The boy was educated in the public 
schools of Canada, and then studied the art 
of construction and architectural designing 
in Denver, Colo. 3 

R. B. Young moved to San Francisco in 
1881, where he went into the practice of his 
profession for a short time, and then re- 
moved to Los Angeles, where he has lived 
and moved and done his building ever since. 
I first knew him, it must be nearly thirty 
years ago, when he started what was for 
that time a very ambitious undertaking, the 
construction of the Argyle Hotel on the cor- 
ner of Olive and Second streets. So far as

the Hollenbeck Hotel, which still stands, 
as well as the Argyle, as a memorial to the 
early days of Los Angeles.

Dickens touched upon it in the person of 
Steerforth in ‘David Copperfield’; Thack- 
eray gives us the temptations of Pendennis 
in his novel of that name, and Oliver Gold- 
smith presents such situations in the ‘Vicar 
of Wakefield.’ I have dealt somewhat with 
the social outcast question in ‘John Marvel, 
Assistant,’ and also in one of my stories, 
The Land of the Spirit,“ just published. 
Such things depend entirely upon how they 
are treated. They may be handled with 
perfect purity. I hardly know how to de- 
scribe it. It is the difference between 
nakedness and suggestive sensuality. Na- 
kedness has nothing vicious or revolting 
about it. It is a part of nature and should 
be treated as such. On the other hand, I 
do not approve at all of catering to the 
vicious instincts along such lines.”

Our Gem Industry. 

Gems and precious stenes were produced 
in the United States in 1912 to the value of 
$319,722 according to Douglas B. Sterrett 
of the United States Geological Survey. 
The kinds of precious stones found in the 


monds of fine quality to low-grade stones 
such as agates, but as is seen from the 
total value of the output there are no really 
large operations, 

The principal gem mineral mined in the 
United States during 1912 was Montana 
sapphire, of which there was 4 large output 
for use both as gems and in mechanical ap- 
plications. The greater part of the gem 
sapphires came from the mines in Fergus 
county, where they occur in a rock matrix. 
The 


The development of the opal deposits of 
Humboldt county, Nevada, was attended 
with much success, and a quantity of mag- 
nificent gem mater al was obtained. The 
opal is of an wunusua: type, consisting of 
dark translucent mineral with a variety of 
rich colors. The deposits promise to sup 
ply a gem equal if not superior in beauty 
to the opal from Australia. 

Prospecting and mining at the emerald 
mine in North Carolina were attended with 
only partial success. Two pockets or de- 
posits of emerald were removed during the 
year; other developments consisted mainly 
of exploratory work, which has continued 
into 1913. 

The tourmaline output of Southern Cali- 
fornia was small, but some magnificent 
specimen crystals were obtained. Espe- 
cially fine gem crystals of kunzite were 
found and brought good prices. The pro- 
duction of turquoise was very small com- 
pared with some previous years. Beautiful. 
amethyst was found in Warren county, 
North Carolina, and some fine gems have 
been cut from sample crystals. A few fine 
specimens of golden beryl were obtained 
from prospects in Alexander county, N. C. 
Beautiful gems were cut from some of 
these. The production of agate and associ- 
ated varieties of chalcedony was again 
large in several western States. 


Peacock and Buffalo Duel. 


[New York Sun:] Peacock and buffalo 
had a duel to the death at the Philadelphia 
zoo in the presence of hundreds of persons 
thronging the gardens. 

The peacock was the challenger and 
drew first blood, but the buffalo trampled 
the bird under hoof and crushed the form 
into the earth. There was no possible way 
for the keepers to stop the battle. 

The trouble began when Head Keeper 
Manley chased a flock of a dozen peafowl, 
allowed to strut at will about the gardens, 
away from his flower beds.

NCLE SAM, with true fatherly care, 
seems bent upon reducing the high 


cost of living, for he is blandly scoop- 
ing up lobsters from off the rock-bound 


coast of New England to give them to the 


waters of the Pacific, and in exchange is 
just as placidly hauling the famous peer- 
less salmon from the mountain streams of 
the Far West to turn them loose in the riv- 
ers and streams which empty into the At- 


The upper Pacific Coast has always been 
noted fof its splendid salmon, and the west- 
bound traveler looks forward to the de 
lights in store for him in the shape of 
tempting salmon steaks, with their native 
@#licacy, as one of the features of his trip. 

So also the tourist who turns his face 
toward the rising sun promises himself 
feasts upon the delicious lobster whose 
fame has been so tantalizingly boasted of 
by his eastern friends. The lobster is 
strictly a Yankee product, though found 
from Labrador to Delaware or throughout 
a stretch of about 1300 miles of coast line. 
Neither the salmon nor the lobster reaches 


the opposite coast territory except in cans, 


or salted, smoked and dried. 

Soon this condition will be past history, 
for the two oceans are slated to exchange 
their favorite children, each presenting to 
the other its choicest delicacy which, under 
Uncle Sam’s benign care through his Bu- 
reau of Fishery magicians, will soon popu- 
late the waters of their new territories. 

No more will the gay salmon disport him- 
self solely in the far western streams, nor 
will the aggressive lobster confine himself 
to the rock-lined land of the Pilgrim 
Fathers. For under the new scheme of 
things laid out by the recently-appointed 
Commissioner. of Fisheries, Dr. Hugh M. 
Smith, these epicurean delights will be 
propagated in vast numbers and planted so 


nientifully that they will establish’ them 


selves in flourishing colonies—or en the 
most sanguine of the fishery experts will 
be convinced of the uselessness of the ex- 
periments. 
Concerning his plan for dipping one hand 
into the Atlantic and the other into the Pa- 
cific for the transfer of food fish and the 
werk of his department in general Dr. 
Smith said: 


An Evolution. 


“The present activities of the Bureau of 
Fisheries in relation to the commercial! fish- 
eries and the increase of the food-fish sup- 
ply are the result of a slow evolution from 
a very medest beginning under Commis- 
sioner Bair, in 1871. No radical departure 
from or addition to those activities is de- 
manded by existing conditions or is pos- 
sible under the law; but there are being 
opened up to us new fields for exploitation 
and new opportunities for increased useful- 
ness under the authority already conferred 
by Congress. 

“The bureau will continue its efforts to 
maintain and tncrease the supply of food 
fishes in suitable waters all over the coun- 
try, and will endeavor so to augment and 
adapt those efforts that each year a large 
number of persons and communities will 
be able to realiz: for the first time the 
practical benefits of this work. 

“A great truth that needs to be forced 
home to our people is that water farming 
pays, and that the proper utilization of 
small bodies of water for cultural purposes 
is one of the most useful and profitable 
fields for amateurs and professionals. On 
nearly every farm in the country some kind 
of water culture can be instituted for either 
domestic or commercial purposes. The 
bureau stands ready to give advice and to 
furnish brood stocks gratis of fish for all 
who may wish to take up this most inter- 
esting work. 

“Two important experiments in accli- 
mautization, which have already been at- 
tempted from time to time, should receive 
renewed consideration and te pushed so 
vigorously that success will be assured or 
the impossibility of the scheme demon- 
strated. 

“One of these projects is the establish- 
ment of the eastern lobster on the Pacific 
Coast. For upward of a quarter of a cen- 
tury this has been the hape and dream of 
meny. Several th adult lobsters 
have been scattered along the west coast, 
be*ween Monterey Bay and Puget Sound, 
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but no known success has attended these 


efforts. It now remains to give this expert- 
ment a further tet. 


A locality will be selected whith is 
known to possess the physical and other 
characteristics favorable to lobsters, and 
into that place will be poured a stream of 
old and young lobsters, with the view of 
first establishing the species in one ‘ae 
and then extending its range to such other 
localities as are suitable. In this experi- 
ment, which may mean the acclimatization 
of a valuable food animal and the building 
up of an industry worth several millions of 
dollars annually, it will be necessary to 
have the support of the different States for 
the protection of the transplanted lobsters 
and their progeny for some years. 

“The other experiment referred to ig the 
planting of Pacific salmon on the Atlantic 
Coast. The streams of the eastern sea- 
board, in which salmon formerly abounded, 
are now in such a condition that the re 
establishment of the salmon cannot be ex- 
pected, because of the destruction of 
spawning grounds, erection of dams, etc. 
Some of the salmon of the Pacific Coast, 
however, are less fastidious in their spawn- 
ing habits and are adapted for small, short 
rivers, of which a large number on our east 
coast remain practically unimpaired. 

“It is therefore the intention to bring 
over from the western rivers a number of 
milliops of eggs of one or two kinds of sal- 
mon, hatch these eggs and-rear the young 
at eastern stations, and then deposit the 
fish in suitable waters, with the expecta- 
tion that an acceptable substitute for the 
famous Penobscot salmon may be estab- 
lished and ultimately support an im t 
fishery that will add greatly to the 
supply. | 


1 have read with interest an item that 
has gone the rounds stating that one of the 
desirable perquisites of the Fish Commis- 
sioner is a private railway car. This is 
only partly correct.

there are five such cars, which are attached 
to express trains in all parts of the country, 
and Congress has just made provision for 
two additional cars of modern steel ¢on- 
struction. | 

“These cars, however, are not for the 
commissioner, his family, and his friends, 
but are designed solely for the comfortable 
and safe transportation of fishes while on 
their way from the hatcheries to the waters 
in which they will be deposited. In the 
course of a year these fish cars travel sev- 
eral hundred thousand miles, and 
many million food and game fishes bearing 
Uncle Sam's hallmark. 

“One of the greatest boons that can be con- 
ferred on the Pacific States and a lattze 
territory contiguous thereto is the introduc- 
tion and acclimatization of the eastern lob- 
ster. This project bes been under conaid- 
eration at various tines for many years; 
but the efforts have 1 ot been sustained, the 
plants have been small and scattered, and 
the net result has been nil. 

“It is now proposed to utilize for this 
purpose the female lobsters, which have 
served their purpose at the New England 
hatcheries, supplementing them with a sup- 
ply of males and egg-bearing females, apd 
to make several carload shipments each 
season, depositing the lobsters in some 
nite locality, whose suitability has been ¢ 
termined in advance. It is planned to con- 
tinue the plantings long enough either to 
establish a flourishing colony or to 
strate the futility of the scheme.

Seaside Planting. 
MANY VINES, SHRUBS AND 
TREES MAY BE GROWN. 


HROUGHOUT the year, at all seasons, 
inquiries come in from people living at 
seaside resorts who wish to grow a 
fair garden and yet despair of having any- 
thing grow in such sand as is almost every- 
where in evidence along the ocean front. 
The truth is that the sand is capable of 
growing almost any plant life if a sufficient 
amount of water is bestowed upon it. The 
most serious deterrent to the growing of a 
varied assortment of good plants at the 
seaside is wind, simply wind. Its unusual 
force, ever present, with its drying effect 
in sucking moisture from both plants and 
soil is far more serious than any other de- 
terrent influence. | | 
On the face of sea walls and biuffs in 
New Zealand grows Coprosma Baneri, a 
vigorous shrub with a glossy foliage second 
to no plant leaves grown here. On the 
rocks where no soil is in evidence, rooting 
in the dust of the decaying stones which 
settled in cracks may be found the “Wire 
Vine” (Muehlenbeckia,) one of our very best 
climbers. Why not try these splendid New 
Zealanders in their natural positions, under 
natural conditions? They can do nothing 


‘else but succeed. 


In trees nearly all species of eucalypts 
and acacias, Monterey and other cypresses, 
Monterey and several other pines, locust, 
cork oak, Catalina cherry, Pittosporum 
crassifolium and a host of others do well 
right at the coast. In shrubs: leptosper- 
mum, privets, myoporum, melaleuca, furze, 
genistas, tamarisk, Santa Barbara salt bush 
(Atriplex Breweri,) all these are fine in salt 
air and sand. Yellow lupine (Lupinus ar- 
boreus,) bottle brushes, New Zealand flax 
lavender, aloes, agaves, yuccas, cacti (espe- 
cially the flat-leaved opuntias) have all been 
tried at local beaches and proven worthy. 
Ice plants (mesembryanthemum) and fog 
fruit (Lippia repens) are fine for creepers, 
the latter especially good as a sand binder, 
will complete a fairly full list for he who 
wishes to experiment. Gardening back of a 
hedge of Santa Barbara salt bush, which 
will grow right in sand wet with salt water, 
is rather a pleasurable experience and not 
beset with many difficulties. Water fre- 
quently and fully to insure success, as sea 
sands have the faculty of absorbing water 
to no less degree than the sands of the des- 
ert. Either contains considerable plant 
food, though both are sadly deficient in or- 
ganic matter. Stable manures are fine to 
mix with sand, but in such material it de- 
cays slowly, and the combination of sand 


and green manure is a very poor medium in 


which to grow plants. After the first year, 
if kept wet and well turned over at short in- 


- tervals, it constitutes a good foundation for 


soil.

Plant More Carob Trees. 


HERE is no doubt of the wisdom of 

planting freely of carob trees (Cerato- 
nia,) anywhere, everywhere, on streets, in 
gardens, in fields, or even in orchards ex- 
clusively of carob trees. The time surely 
will come, and very soon, too, when these 
trees will be appreciated for their economic 
value and more. valued for their drought- 
resistant qualities than is now the case. 

In Italy the carob tree is almost a neces- 
sity to the farmer, for not only does it yield 
food and shade for domestic animals, but in 
times of stress for himself and family, too. 
It is frequently found growing, and yielding 
a good crop of beans in soils and locations 
where no other plants would grow. Though 
adapted to land of the rockiest nature, with 
no moisture except the winter rains, it is 
still a tree for the best of solls and condt- 
tions, and proves a handsome ornamental 
on street or in gardens of high standard as 
regards vegetation. It is quite hardy here, 
but a few small trees suffering damage from 
the cold of last winter. | | 


Climatic Peculiarities. 

OCAL orchardists have found that the 

lemon and the Persian walnut (usually 
known as English walnut) seldom are a 
commercial success except in districts sub- 
ject to fogs whenever fogs are present gen- 
erally over local territory. The natural 
range of the redwood tree is confined to

the zone of very heavy and frequent fogs. 
Throughout Southern California great dif- 
ferences in climate may often be found in a 
range of a few miles and at the same alti- 
tude. That is why many seekers for health 
find it by a removal of but ten miles in the 
matter of residence. Orchardists and com- 
mercial growers of garden produce have 
noted the same peculiarities affecting vege- 
tation. Extreme coastal conditions usually 
obtain but a very few miles from the ocean, 
and so-called “coastal plains” have anything 
but a coastal climate or coastal conditions 
as they approach the foothills. Nor do the 
latter have a mountainous climate, even 
though but a few miles below pine forests.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 
[Topeka State Journal:] Fruit Stains—

ONTRARY to the general belief that 
breed or feed is the first essential in 

| successful poultry raising, after some 
fifteen years’ experience, both on a small 
and large scale, we have realized that 
proper poultry quarters are the first essen- 
tial in making poultry a successful venture. 
A large number of poultry failures have 
been caused by poorly-constructed poultry 
buildings, more so in the past than during 
the present age, in which poultry-house con- 
struction has made wonderful progress, 
thanks to the Maine Experiment Station, 
which first gave wide publicity on the cur- 
tain-front house and afterward followed by 
experimefits in housing, by the different ex- 
periment stations throughout the country. 
And yet, with the good advice that is so 
freely given by the stations and poultry 
press, one sees money spent in housing that 
is far from giving the proper results, and 
costing double the amount which it should. 


Experimenting is Expensive. 


With the ever-increasing price of lumber, 
the average poultry raiser is in no position 
to experiment. Fowls, young or old, to do 
their best must be in perfect health. All 
throughout the country there can be seen 


_ flocks that are not in the best of condition, 


and naturally not earning the money by 
steady egg production that they should. In 
winter flocks have been fed properly, but 
owing to quarters that were not properly 
constructed were not producing winter eggs. 
Whole flocks have been put out of commis- 
sion by colds, afterward followed by the 
dreaded roup. To avoid this, much thought 
should be put on the question of poultry- 
housing. “Hobbies” are good things to ride 


at times, experiments are in order with the 
up-to-date poultry raiser, but the big army 


of beginners should heed the advice first of 
the experiment stations, especially in the 
States in which they live, who know condi- 


tions, etc., and the writings of those who 


have been through the mill and have made 
good. The average poultry-house is either 


too low or too high, often not wide enough, 


more often draughty, and, above all, poorly 
ventilated. 


Most beginners seem to be afraid of fresh 
air, and heat seems to be uppermost in 


their minds, with the result of the all-glass 
front, a house which, when struck by the 
sun rays, is hot and at night is cold and 
damp, the latter being a particularly injuri- 
ous condition. 


Many Styles Advocated. 
There are many styles of good houses ad- 


vocated by the experiment stations and the 
leading breeders, but for the average be-“ 
ginner, perhaps, nothing is so handy, eco-| 
nomical and practical as the shed-roof col 


ony-house. These can be made to fit al- 
most anywhere in the back yard in the city, 
on the outskirts or on the farm, and the big 
commercial plants have found them of great 
value. In building one do not make the 
mistake of constructing it too small 
or low; 8x8 feet and 8210 feet are 
good sizes. They should be at least 6 feet 
high in the front and from 4 to 5 feet in the 
rear, to allow sufficient room to stand in- 
side while attending the chicks or older 
fowls. Again, better ventilation can be 
obtained in a house of this size, the low 


house being very hot during the spring and 


summer months. The sills should le 2x4 
feet, and the rest can de ?-° feet, the 
boards making up the additional strength. 
«> muslin frames can be placed front, 
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extending from two feet from the floor 
(which should be made of No. 2 pine, to with- 
stand the hard use it will be subjected to 
by the use of the shovel when cleaning) to 
the top plate rail. This will allow the heat 
to escape during the summer and also al- 
lows the winter sun to penetrate to the rear 
sill in winter. 

If these muslin frames are kept clean, 
they will allow plenty of light to come 
through when closed during stormy wea- 
ther. If neglected or allowed to become 
dirty, it will make the house dark during 
the late afternoon. In this case, one small 
glass window can be placed in each house, 
although on many plants no glass is used. 
The door, three feet wide, should be placed 
on the east side, as most of the summer 
storms come from the west. It also gives 
added ventilation in summer. The house 
is boarded on three sides, the north, east 
and west, with ordinary roofers, and should 
be covered with some of the commercial 
papers, one ply, 

The roof should be covered with amitite 
roofing, or some pebbled roofing that is not 
hot in the summer and requires no painting. 
A one-inch-mesh wire netting can be placed 
on the outside of the openings where the 
muslin curtains are placed to protect the 


fowls from vermin and keep sparrows from 
entering the house, 

These 8x8-feet or 8x10-feet colony-houses 
can be purchased for from $15 to $25, and 
can be built by the poultry-raiser for about 
the same sum if he is handy with tools. 
They can be moved from place to place, 
and will accommodate two indoor brood- 
ers and raise 100 chicks without crowding 
until the broiler or roaster age, leaving 
from thirty to fifty pullets until maturity. 
As fall and winter approach these can be 
reduced from eighteen to twenty laying pul- 
lets, kept in an 8x10-foot house. 


For Large Poultry Raisers. 


For the poultry-raiser on a larger scale, 
the same style of house will prove success- 
ful, adding more depth; 14 and 16 feet deep 
are popular. If 14 feet wide, the house 
should be 7% feet high in front and 5 in the 
rear, as the 7% feet front allows the winter 
sun on the shortest days in December to 
reach the rear of the house. If 16 feet wide, 
8% feet height will allow the sun to pene- 
trate to the rear sill. Always make the 
openings for the muslin frames high enough 
to the plate rail, which allows good venti 
lation and plenty of sunlight. Make the 
opening 34 inches wide, which will allow 


Along about 1872 the first Black Lang- 
shans were sent direct from northern China 
to the late Maj. Croad of England, by jone of 
his relatives.

Searchers after information have ascer- 
tained that the fowl is and always has been 
native and peculiar to the Langshan district 
of China.

There 
are three varieties of Langshans found 
there and recognized by breeders as pure, 
viz., black, white and mottled. We mention 
the black as the original, simply because it 
was brought to our attention and cultivated 
several years before any other color was 
known or considered by the English-speak- 
ing races. Since their introduction various 
attempts have been made to create other 
varieties by crossing. Blues and cuckoos 
have been exhibited, but none has ever at- 
‘tained the popularity enjoyed by the Black 
Langshan.

: HEN you have been healed of any 
ailment, whether of the body or of 
the mind, by whatsoever system, 

“regular” or irregular, whether as the re- 
sult of auto suggestion or through the aid of 


wonderful dynamic thought-force, resident 
in every human being, latent in many but 
active in a few—when you have been 
healed, beware of adverse suggestion. 

No recorded words that the Master ever 
uttered display a more profound knowledge 
of the underlying principles of mental heal- 
ing than those he used when and where he 
felt the occasion demanded it: “See thou 
tell no man.” 

He knew that the world is full of doubt- 
ing Thomases and therefore the need of 
fortifying one’s self against adverse sug- 
gestions. If you are he. ed by some appar- 
ently simple methods that the world in gen- 
eral does not understand, and does 3ot care 


them to deride it and try to make you be- 
lieve it is all imagination, that you either 
never had what you thought you had, or 
else you still have it but only think you 
haven't; hence ft will all come back to you.

Gunshot Wounds In Head. 


Of the whole number of 328 patients with 
gunshot contusions of the cranial bones, 
whose cases were reported during the Civil 
War, 55 died, 100 were returned to duty, 
and 173 were discharged. In the 55 fatal 
cases, the proximate causes of death were 
external hemorrhage in two cases; tetanus, 
pyemia, intercurrent typhoid fever, and 
acute dysentery respectively in four cases 
at least, compression of the brain from ex- 
travasated blood or from intracranial ab- 
scess in 17 cases, and various secondary 
lesions of the eucephalon in 32 cases. The 
seat of injury was specified in 221 cases. 
In 54 the frontal bone was struck; in 33 the 
temporal, in 95 the parietal, in 33 the occi- 
pital, and in six cases the contusion in- 
volved more than one of the cranial bones. 
The fatality in contusions of the frontal 
and temporal bones was nearly 15 per 
cent.; in contusions of the parietals, 13; 
and in contusions of the occipital, 9 per 
cent. 


Made Healthy by Feet Steaming. 


{Baltimore American:] Thomas Doyle, 
a twenty-year prisoner at the New Jersey 
State penitentiary, has discovered some- 
thing which is attracting the attention of 
medical men. Doyle came into the prison 
several years ago with a delicate constitu- 
tion. He began to steam his feet every 
night with mustard and hot water, followed 
by a brisk massage. 

His health is now above that of the other 
inmates of the institution and his belief is 
that the strange pedal treatment is what 
built up his system. His theory is that all 
of the impurities of the body are removed 
by this process. 

Boy Lives Without Kidneys. 


[New York Tribune: ] Russell, the 14- 
year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. K. M. Edwards 
of Freeport, L. 1, is living without 
the use of his kidneys. They have been de- 
stroyed, physicians say, by scarlet fever. 
Bight weeks ago the boy became ill. A 
physician treated him for a cold, but when 
he became worse another doctor was called. 
who said he was suffering from scariet fe- 
ver in an advanced stage. The physician 
declared the disease had settled in the 
boy’s kidneys, which had been practically 
destroyed. 7 

Since this diagnosis the lad has been 
studied by many physicians, for his con- 
dition is said to be unique. The doctors 
say they cannot see how the youngster can 
survive long. 


Notification of Tuberculosis. 


[New York Sun:] The Academy of Med- 
icine at Paris has not been hasty in decid- 
ing whether or not official declaration 
should be made of cases of tuberculosis. 

The opinion of the academy on this sub- 
ject was requested in April, 1912, with a 
view to fresh legislation. The committee 
of the academy reported in October in 
favor of an obligatory declaration. The 
question has since been discussed regu- 
larly at full meetings of the academy. 
Strong opposition to the official declaration 
developed through the Medical Society. 
Finally a vote resulted in fifty-one mem- 
bers voting in favor of obligatory notifica- 
tion and thirty-four against it. 

The notification, according to another 
resolution adopted by the academy, should 
be made to the Health Officer by the doctor 
in attendance, and that notification involves 
an obligation on the public authorities to 
give needy sufferers from tuberculosis the 
necessary care, and also to assist their fam- 
flies. This was carried by a vote of 56 
to 21. | 

The diseases which doctors are already 
compelled to give notice of are typhoid, ty- 
phus, smallpox, scarlet fever, measles, diph- 
theria, military fever, cholera, the plague, 
yellow fever, dysentery, and ophthalmia of

Chloride of sodium—common table salt 
is a slow poison, the ejection of which from 
the system involves a heavy burden on the 
depurative organs, especially the kidneys.

The Drug Habit. 


Drugs never have, or ever can “cure” 
disease. They may temporarily relieve the 
symptoms. When a sick person is given 
drugs, which are poisonous interlopers, 
and are so recognized by the human sys- 
tem, the man has the added burden of rid- 
ding himself both of disease and of the 
drugs. Consequently, unless he has an ex- 
tra strong constitution nature often gives 
up the unequal contest, and the patient 
dies. For every sick person who dies of 
what we call “disease,” thousands are 
killed by drugs and unnecessary food that 
cannot be digested, but lies in the stomach 
and rots, greatly lessening that person's 
chance of recovery. At other times drugs 
may suppress the healing process of nature, 
in casting forth impurities, and drive them 
back into the blood. Then the doctors call 
this a “cure.” On the contrary, it is an- 
other nail driven in that man’s coffin. 


Fiesh Food Filthy. 


The main objection to flesh food is that it 
always contains some of the excremental 
matter in the blood of the animal when it 
dies, only a small percentage of domestic 
animals being free from disease. It also 
contains too much proteid. No right-think- 
ing person will eat such filthy food as kid- 
neys and liver, containing the urine and 
bile that the animal would have passed off 
had it lived. These are especially rich in 
uric acid, which all flesh contains. 


False Gods. 


Fame is a nobler object of ambition than 
Wealth or Success, yet it is one of the false 
gods.

And next, while every Ameri- 
can refugee brought in new tales of murder and 
pillage, and the daily papers heralded the burning 9 
of American-owned railroad bridges, came the note 
from Washington declaring the United States would 
not intervene. The Mexicans grew civil. Americans 
-had been the only foreigners killed; it was clear 
they were not to be feared, their money was good. 
Considering which, the only point to emphasize is 
this: Should the United States in future under- 
take any military operations against Mexico, that 
country would be stupefied with amazement. 
It turns out to be the same old story. Every 
peasant in Spain, every caballero in Madrid was 
amazed that a nation of “shop-keepers and drum- 
mers“ whom their newspapers had described as 
“pigs,” and “without honor,” should prevail at 
Manila and Santiago. The rule holds good of greater nations than Spain, and 
a fool’s paradise of fancied security has generally preceded a nation’s ruin by 
some power held previously in contempt. The Russians cared little in 1898 for 
the pretensions of the Japanese, counting confidently on their vast war chest, 
the immense resources of their country with its millions of inhabitants, and an 
available army of more than a million men. Port Arthur, considered by the 


Russians impregnable, stood for centuries of achievement and triumphant 


progress toward an open port on the Pacific, with the same hold on the Russian 
as the Panama Canal has now on the American imagination. The Russians, to 
repeat, thought themselves invincible; and dear to the American heart, in- 
grained in its very fiber, is the belief, also, that in war the United States would 
prove invineible. 


HICH may be justified. But it is at least true that those great captains 

who in the past have won victories cared little for such beliefs; and that 
such of them as chose to put the principles by which they conquered into words, 
They have 
insisted on (1) Preparedness at all times for war; (2) Initiative in catching 
your enemy unprepared; (3) Thoroughness in making victory complete. By 
preparedness is meant an army disciplined and drilled, commensurate with the 
wealth of the country; and not only men and ships, but a sufliciency of ships 
well officered and manned, and, since a battleship-can no longer come and go 
at will, like the sailing ships of old, but must reckon the miles she can steam 
by the coal in her bunkers, they would have meant coaling stations with colliers 
and supply ships, and stations where a fleet can be repaired. 

Considering the army as well as the navy, America is not on an equal footing 
with any first-class power. And the future is not bright in the matter of guar- 
anteeing such military and naval expansion as our growing responsibilities and 
commercial power demand.

Their circle of admirers is too 
small to satisfy their vanity; they are not sufticiently 
in the publie eve to gratil'y their eraving for admira- 
tion, and the stage offers them the best field in which 
they may be seen and talked about by the greatest 
number of persons. Many women from the social 
world go into the chorns, where the surroundings are

ment, and the pay not worth considering. They go 
for the simple reason that chorus girls are much 
sought after and admired by a large number of men. 


AVE I demonstrated that vanity is the first and 

greatest attraction of the stage? Then, we will 
take up another feature that makes an appeal to a 
good many aspirants. 

A young man, who had but recently adopted the 
stage, was asked why he decided to become an actor. 
Because it isn’t as hard work as selling shoes,“ was 
the reply. 

The late Denman Thompson is reported to have 
said: “All actors are either crazy or lazy.“ Whether 
Mr. Thompson excepted himself from the keeping 
assertion is not chronicled. He was lazy enough to 
play one part for twenty odd years, and crazy enough 
to amass a fortune therefrom. There are doubts 
many theatrical managers who will agree with Mr. 
Thompson, and an equal number of actors) can. be 
found who will aver that most theatrical managers 
are mentally unbalanced. It is merely the point of

There is no doubt, however, that the apparently 
easy life of the actor is another factor that consti- 
tutes the so-called fascination of the stage. And 
while we hear a great deal about the hard work that 
the actor is called upon to do, there is no denying 
that, with the exception of the stock company actor,

time required for the actual per- 
formance. He goes to the theater 
six nights in the week at seven- 
thirty; he is out by eleven-thirty, at 
the latest; and, with the exception 
of two matinee days, when he puts in 
four hours for each performance, he 
has nothing to do but to follow his 
own bent. Four days of four hours 
each, and two days of eight hours, 
comprise his working time for the 
week. In the western cities he puts 
in an extra day’s work, because he 
must play on Sunday; but this is not 
a regular thing, as his stay in the 
west may be comparatively short. 
“How about the great physical and 
mental strain required in the acting 
of emotional roles?“ some one asks. 
“Fiddlesticks!” is the answer. Press 
stuff! Look at Bernhardt! Look at 
Ellen Terry! Look at Tomasso Sal 
vini! Can you match, off the stage, 
these magnificent examples of well- 
preserved workers? If it were true 
that the playing of emotional and 
tragic parts racked one's body and 
mind, would n't this trio of grand old

ing session. In isolated cases, with 
big productions, there may be two 
or three dress rehearsals; but in 
ninety per cent of companies there 
is only one. 

Dress rehearsals are trying and 
tiring. They generally last from 
seven at night until seven in the 
morning. The manager is cross; the 
author is peevish, the stage director 
is cranky; the stage hands are 
grouchy; and the actors are tired, 
sleepy, and hungry. Everybody hates 
everybody else before morning. The 
actors swear that no other class of 


people in the world are so hard 


worked; and, in a measure, this is 
true — for the time being. But when 
the dress rehearsals are over, the 
hard work of the actor is over, 
whether the play be a success or 4 
failure. If it is a failure, the reason 
is obvious; if it is a success, this is 
the explanation: 

There may be a few short rehears- 
als for the purpose; of making cuts, 
quickening the action, and a general 
brushing up of the play; but when

people of the stage be paralytics and 
imbeciles? Think of them, in their 
sixties, seventies, and eighties! 
Think of the nerve-racking paris 
they have played since the time of 
our grandmothers, and then say that 
acting is exhausting work! 

To come a little nearer home: Do 
Blanche Bates, Julia Marlowe, Mrs. 
Fiske, or Helen Ware look as if they 
were likely to go into an early de- 
cline? Aren't they a fragile-looking 
lot! Hardly. 


NE other thing that makes the 
actor's life seem attractive to the 
average young person is the desire to 
travel, to see the country. The old 
stager hates the sight of a train, and 
quails at the thought of a trip to the 
coast; but to the young person who 
has not traveled, a trip to California, 
Florida, or anywhere away from 
home, is a novel and delightful ex- 
perience; ahd in becoming an actor 
he sees the opportunity for all this. 
Not only is it true that ninety 
out of a hundred actors come from 
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The saddest cases are those who 
refuse to be convinced that Nature 
never intended them for the stage. 
They believe in themselves, believe 
that they have never had their 
chance; and there are always. others 
who believe in them, and encourage 
them in their hopeless fight. Then, 


too, they know of numerous cases | 


where the “part has made the actor,” 
and they hold on, living in the hope 
that “next season” will see the end 
of the long lane, and bring the part 
that will place them “where they be- 
long” in their profession. To the 
great majority, “next season” is the 
tomorrow that never comes; and so 
they go to their graves, firm in the 
belief that only an unkind Fate has 
cheated them of their due, and pre- 
vented their illumining the stage 
with their unsuspected genius. 


80. there you are! If you wish to be 
“ admired; if you desire an easy 
life; if you want to travel and to see 
the country — go on the stage. You 
may get the vanity knocked out of 
you by harsh stage managers and un- 
feeling, facetious dramatic critics; 
you may not find the life as sunshiny 
and rosy as it looks; you. may see 
more of the country than you wish, 
and find it less interesting than you 
anticipated. You may discover that 


you have chosen a precarious means 


of livelihood; but you will never lack 
for variety, and you will not die of 
ennui. You will run against a new 
snag every season, just when you be- 
gin to flatter yourself that you 
“know the ropes”; but you will find 
that they manufacture a new kind 
of rope every year in the theatrical 
business: sometimes the ropes are 
knotty, and sometimes they break 
and drop you with one of those dull, 
sickening thuds that you read about 
in novels — but that is an entirely 


different story.

By an especial appropri- 
ation of March 4, 1911, and another

The At- 
lantic entrance, one assumes, will also 
be fortified. But to what end? When 
have fortifications availed against a 
sufficient fleet? One's only guide is 
what has happened in the past. Forti- 
fications may have a moral effect. But 
the Athenians at Syracuse, Admiral 
Farragut at New Orleans, Admiral 
Dewey at Manila, the Japanese at 
Port Arthur, sailed by supposedly im- 
pregnable fortifications. 


THE United States is now passing 
through what, in certain quarters, 
has been made to appear as a crisis 
in its relations with Japan. This is 
by no means the first time that rela- 
tions between the two countries have 
become strained; since it can easily 
be recalled that very shortly after the 
Russo-Japanese War the people of 
California became alarmed at the 
prestige of Japan, and at the increas- 
ing immigration, thrift, and business 
methods of the Japanese. There were 
at that time, and there since have 
been interchanges of views between 
the two Governments. Within a year, 
also, the reported acquisition by a 
Japanese corporation of fishing-rights 
and a station. at Magdalena Bay led 
to an explicit disclaimer by the Japan- 
ese government of any interest in or 
knowledge of the negotiations, though 
the negotiations brought about the 
following more precise definition of 
the Monroe Doctrine by the United 
State Senate: 

“Resolved, That whdn any harbor 
or other place in the American conti- 
nents is so situated that the occupa- 


| tion thereof for maval or military pur- 


poses might threaten the communi- 
cations or safety of the United States, 
the Government of the United States 
could not see, without grave concern, 
the possession of such harbor or other 
place by any corporation or associa- 
tion which has such a felation to an- 
other Government, not American, as 
to give that Government practical 
power of control for naval or military 
purposes.” 

Yet what are now bidcovered to be 
the facts? Far from ¢ontemplating 
any extensive colonization in Amer- 
ica, or in this hemisphere, the Jap- 
anese Government is making every 
effort to withdraw its colonies wher- 
ever practicable and to concentrate 
them in Southern Manchuria. This 
policy is a measure of: self-preserva- 
tion; since a similar policy guides 
Russia in the North. On every pre- 
text Russian soldiers with their fam- 
ilies are shipped to Manchuria as 


porter and guard on the Trans-Siber- 
ian railway is a member of the Rus- 
sian reserves. As concerns the navy, 
despite the fact that the one-ship pol- 
icy of Congress has reduced this coun- 
try to the position of a poor third as 
a naval power, in a naval conflict 
with Japan we should have little to 
fear, should she fight alone. Our pres- 
ent dreadnought strength is more 
than double that of Japan. Before 
its fleet could sail from Yokohama 
to our coast our fleet could double 
Cape Horn and be there to engage 
them. 

No one would have much respect 
for the man in Congress or out who 
-would strive to engender trouble be- 
tween this country and another; but 
he appears respectable beside the man 
of peace at any price. When we re- 
gard the English, who of all peoples 
have shown themselves the wisest 
colonists, and speculate as to what 
racial quality it is by which they so 


successfully govern, their chief char- 


1 


colonists, it is even said that every 
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acteristic seems finally to be a con- 
stancy of purpose and policy, which, 
if occasionally defiant of other people, 
is none the less constaricy. No irre- 
sponsible nation may repudiate an 
English debt, or kill a British subject, 
without knowing what it may expect 
and will inevitably get. But regard 
ing our Own government, and what 
has been passing for a foreign policy, 
it seems as if the exact reverse were 
true. It seems as if indifference to 
what has been already done, irresolu- 
tion as to what shall be done next, 
improvising a policy as occasion 
arises, with no more settled purpose 
than a supreme desire at all times to 
avoid the toils and snares of respon- 
sibility abroad, were characteristic of 
ourselves. To the south of us are a 
baker's dozen of tumultuous and un- 
stable republics, upon whom a firm, 
consistent policy could alone enforce 
respect. But what has been done? 


X-SECRETARY ROOT employed 

toward South America a policy of 
reconciliation — with his pacific jour- 
ney among them, his Bureau of South 
American Republics, and all the rest 
of it. Secretary Knox followed with 
quite a different policy; to let well 
enough alone, providing, only, that 
South American peoples should pay 
their debts. Yet even this seems now 
too drastic for the State Department, 
which announces that the collection 
of debt shall be no longer cause for 
intervention. Could a peace-at-any- 
price policy go further? On the very 
day, as it happened, that the Secre- 
tary of State expressed his happy 
wish to launch the battleship 
Friendship and the cruiser Fellow- 
ship as our only nary,” (vide press 
dispatches of May 15) the English 
gunboat Aeolus appeared off Guate- 
mala for the collection of debt, which 
was paid within twenty-four hours. 
We should endeavor to free our 
minds of cant. It is good business. 

There is, however, a further result 
from our unstable policy which over- 
shadows every other, namely, that 
among Isthmian and Central Ameri- 
can peoples the United States enjoys 
the unenviable distinction of being, 
as well as the most despised, the 
most hated nation on earth. I be- 
lieve this to be no exaggeration of 
fact, and a fact the importance of 
which it is hard to exaggerate. In 
the almost daily accounts, for a while, 
of 
City and elsewhere throughout Mex- 
ico, and of the expulsion of Amer 
cans from the country, one never read 
of the deaths of Germans or English, 
or of similar methods employed 
against them. Alone among the 
navies of the world, by direct order 
from Washington, American blue- 
jackets are not allowed liberty in 
Cuban or Caribbean ports for fear 
of trouble, as indeed the toll of sail- 
ors and marines killed there is heavy 
enough, with no indemnity exacted 


or received. Only the other day two 


chief petty officers of the navy, ashore 
in the line of duty, were set upon in 
a populous thoroughfare of Guaymas, 
and left dead in their tracks, shot by 
a Mexican Government police official. 
Who remembers the incident? It 
seems hardly credible, but it is a 
fact that one can hear Americans of 
substance in Cuba, Panama, or Vera 
Cruz assert that they would welcome 
the smashing to pieces of the Monroe 
Doctrine, and the armed interposi- 
tion of any European power. This, 
one admits, is scarcely pleasant read- 
ing, but still another fact must be 
set down.
